Iroad track, it would be sup- 
sd, is the least desirable neighbor 
that a deaf mute institution could pos 
Sibly have, yet it seems likely that we 
will soon have a railroad track even 
nearer to us than is now the case. 
For many years, the Baltimore and 
Ohio ^railroad has entered Washing 
ton by a route, to which it, has no 
legal title, and (here has been consid- 
erable agitation among residents of 
the north eastern portion of the city, 

to secure the removal of the tracks to 
some other locality. Last year, sur- 
veyors were set to work to Bud some 
otiier way of entering the city, and 
several routes w< i • d, one of 

them running right through the 
grounds Of the Institution. In the 
Washington Stttf of January 24th, the 

superintendent of the railroad, is re- 
ported as saying that, lie intends to 

change the route of tbe Washington 
branch, curving it at a short distance 
north-east of Boundary Street, run 
ning it north westwards parallel to 
Boundary Street through the grounds 
of the Institution, and tbenoc along 
Brentwood road to the present depot. 
Wo suppose if this roule is adopted 
the tracks will bo laid along the hoi 
low between the College grounds anil

No Christian work in this country 

s more deserving ol generous support 

than the work among deaf mutes, so 

long and so successfully carried on by 

the Bev. Dr. Thomas Callaudet, rec- 

,tor of St. Ann's V r ,c Church for Deaf 

Mutes in this city. This parish is the 
Outcome of this work with which his 
Dame is so honorably associated. For 

many years it, ;, -o|,,,l under a 

burdei bt, * uich ia now ranch 

reduced and will doubtless soon be 
entirely wiped out. Dr.Galladnet has 
most unselfishly given his time and 
means to the eaose whieh he has made 
bis life work, and has lUCCeeded in 
ling Christian people of every 
name in il. 

'FBut more people have not come 
forward wiih' financial aid is I; 
due to the fact that the public knows 
comparatively little of it. The 

doctor is a modest, man— perhaps loo 
modest, and rarely obtrude,- his pat 
(tonality before the world. And yet 

the record of his life and work is a 

deeply intreating one. When he was 

graduated from Trinity College, Hart- 
ford, in 1842. he became a teacher in 

the -New York Institution for Deaf

ther, Dr, Thomas II. Galladuet, who 

dilished his fust, school lor deaf 
mutes in tbia country at Hartford in 
April 1817.

The younger Gallaudet was especial- 
ly fitted for the work he had under- 
taken, having begun the use of the 
sign-language in Ids early childhood. 

Ho i Hiss Elizabeth R Budd, 

a graduated of the New York Institu- 
tion for deat mutes, In .luly, 1845. He 
was received (,«, deacons orders in 
1850, and priest's orderi in 1851 He 
continued his connection wiih the 
New York Insiitution til] October 
1850. In September, 1850, bs began 
a Bible-class for tbe deaf-mute men 
and women of New-York City and vi- 
cinity, who had left, school and *«re 
trying to earn their living He soon 
saw the importance of bringing these 
silent, people into pastoral relations 
and so in October, 1852, he founded 

S*.. Ann's Free Church, tbe lirst 
Church in Christendom to undertake 

systematic work among deaf mutes. 
St. Ann's has always been composed 
of two classes of people, the hearing 
and the deaf. For the latter there 
has always been a sign-service every 
Sunday afternoon, morning and eve 
ning services being oral. 

After various vicissitudes in hired 
rooms, this Church bought iis present 
property. It was originally Christ, 
Church and Rectory. Ii passed into 
the hands of a Baptist Congregation 
by exchange in 18.18. St. Ann's 
cured it in 1850, the price being $70,- 
000. A mori S50,000 at seven 

percent, was assumed. This has I. 
reduced to $10,000 at five per cent, and 
toward this 81, -'500 has been collected. 
1.0 Gallaudet asks his fellow citizens 
who are blessed with the means to aid 
him to cancel this remaining indebted 
ness. Having procured church work 
among deaf-mutes In other cities, Dr. 
Gallaudet was instrumental in found 
ing "The Church Mission lo Deal 
mutes, " incorporated in October, 
1872, to promote the temporal and 
spiritual welfare of adojt deafmul.es.
